Ro bert Wo o d, and his fo ur deputy 
treasurers hav e been co llecting the 
tax es since the bills went o ut the first 
part o f J une. The co unty treasurer is 
the bill co llecto r and guardian o f the 
co unty ’s mo ney and as Wo o d aptly 
puts it, he is the co unty ’s banker. 
Ev en the phy sical appearance o f 
Wo o d’s o ffice is similar to that o f a 
bank. The windo ws o f his o ffice hav e 
bars o n them. A clo ser lo o k at the 
co urtho use sho ws that his o ffice is the 
o nly o ne with these added features. 
The treasurer’s o ffice is also 
specially co nstructed to be fire pro o f. 
Wo o d ex plains that the entire ro o m is 
lined in metal with walls nearly 18 
inches thick. An alarm co ncealed in 
the o ffice is wired directly to the 
sheriff’s o ffice. Wo o d said when 
electricians were there to install the 
wiring fo r the alarm, they tried to drill 
thro ugh the walls but fo und the ef­ 
fo rt futile. 
Other pro tectiv e features o f the 
co unty ’s “ bank” are the safe and 
v ault. The safe was placed inside the 
v ault at the time the v ault was being 
built and is there to stay since it is 
larger than the v ault do o r. Bo th the 


inner safe and the v ault itself hav e 
time lo cks. 
Wo o d said he tho ught the ro o m 
which ho uses his o ffice was co n­ 
structed during the remo deling o f the 
co urtho use in 1888. It was at that time 
the mammo th v ault was installed. 
The time lo ck can be set up to 7 0 
ho urs. On three-day weekends, the 
treasurer has to return to his o ffice to 
re-set the dev ise.

Leonov was the first of the Russian 
crewmen to visit Apollo. Americans 
Thomas P. Stafford and Donald K.

During the transfers, astronauts and 
cosm onauts are conducting joint 


medical and scientific experiments 
and sharing meals.

The postal contract 
covering 600,000 workers expires at 
midnight Sunday. 


Usery had hoped to obtain an 
agreement before the weekend to 
forestall the possibility of wildcat 
strikes by postal workers, but it was 
believed that a settlement today was 
unlikely. 


Industry and union negotiators blamed 
each other for the impasse. 
The union, which represents 117,000 
railway workers, has tried for several 
months to negotiate a somewhat dif­ 
ferent settlement from that signed 
earlier by seven other rail unions. The 
main problem s appeared to be 
jurisdictional questions and dif­ 
ferences demanded by the union in the 
cost-of-living formula from that 
agreed to by the other unions. 
William Dempsey, the chief industry 
negotiator, said the railroads have no 
choice but to resist the union’s “effort 


to gain more for its members” than the 
other unions.

With this device, anyone being 
trapped in the vault would not perish 
from lack of air. The vent also 
provides for conversation from inside 
the vault even with the 2,000-pound 
door closed. 
Above the vault is a smaller vault 
which is used to store records. Wood 
explained that it was originally in­ 
stalled to house tangible and classified 
tax records before microfilming came 
into use. 
Tax duplicates are public records 
and can be viewed but Wood said the 
classified tax records are not public. 
Therefore, they were stored in the 
safe. 
A few years ago, the upper vault 
storing the old records was accidently 
locked. Wood said it had never been 
locked since he took office but the door 
was kept closed for safe keeping in 
case of fire. The old records stored

Train Crash 
Fatal To 12 
In Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) - 
“When the train fell over the wall, all I 
could hear were screams coming from 
all sides,” said a samba dancer after a 
commuter train derailed and smashed 
into a suburban dance school. 
Officials say 12 persons were killed 
and more than IOO were injured 
Thursday when the sixcar train 
carrying 1,200 persons, mostly com­ 
muters heading home from work in the 
early evening, left the track and hit the 
school. None of the victims were 
children, authorities said. 
Several persons were reported 
buried in the rubble. The school, the 
Imperio Serrano, is one of Rio’s most 
famous. 
Earlier reports said at least 20 
persons died in the accident in the 
district of Madureira. But the railway 
departm ent said 12 bodies were 
recovered, and the morgue confirmed 
the figure. 
“We were here chatting when we 
heard the noise,” said Silas do 
Imperio, a dance school official. “All I 
was able to see was the wall collapsing 
like a bar of chocolate. 
It was 
horrible.” 
Firem en, state troopers, arm y 
troops, doctors, nurses and volunteers 
worked in the wreckage to rescue 
trapped passengers. 
“Please get me out! I want to get 
out!” a woman pleaded to firemen 
struggling to free her. 
A state trooper ordered several 
buses emptied for use as ambulances. 
Private cars rushed other wounded 
passengers to nearby hospitals. 
Several survivors blam ed the 
engineer for the derailment. One said, 
“It usually takes 30 minutes from the 
main station to the site of the accident, 
but this engineer made it in only 19 
minutes.” 
The engineer, identified by the 
railroad spokesman as 28-year-old 
Vilmar Valentin 
Linace, 
28, 
was 
reported to be critically injured. 
The railway department declined to 
comment, but promised to release a 
statement today on the cause of the 
crash.

“The people of Gujarat are deter­ 
mined to defend Indian democracy in a 
peaceful, nonviolent and constitutional 
way as Gandhi taught us,” said Dinesh 
Shah, the president of a rightwing 
party which opposes the central 
government.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mail in­ 
tercepted and retained by the CIA has 
been turned o ver to Justice Depart­ 
ment investigato rs, and the po st­ 
master general issued a sharp rebuke 
to the intelligence agency fo r in­ 
terfering with the mail. 
The fact that the agency had kept 
so me o f the letters it o pened during its 
20-y ear mail surveillance pro gram 
was revealed fo r the first time Thurs­ 
day by Po stmaster General Benjamin 
F. Bailar. 
Acco rding to Bailar, CIA directo r 
William E. Co lby has turned o ver to 
him 110 o pened letters and po st cards 
which had been intercepted by the 
agency in 1972. 
Acco rding to the Po stal Service, the 
CIA previo usly had claimed “ that all 
such intercepted and o pened mail had 
been co pied and returned to the 
mails.” 
Bailar added that the mail had been 
surrendered to the Justice Department 
in respo nse to a search warrant and 
that it “ is being held pending po ssible 
legal actio n against tho se respo nsible 
fo r o pening and detaining it.”

State Senator Oakley C. Collins (R- 
Ironton) sponsored a bill that over­ 
whelmingly passed the Ohio Senate 
which will authorize three days sick 
leave for nonteaching school em­ 
ployees. 
“These hourly employees will be 
given a minimum policy of three days 
paid personal leave 
annually,” 
Senator Collins said. “It will be up to 
the boards of education in each district 
to regulate the use of personal leave 
days.” 
Under the present language, persons 
employed on hourly rates are exempt 
from 
receiving 
personal 
leave. 
However, teaching employees are 
allowed up to five days for illness 
annually. 
Senator Collins further explained 
that the bill does not mandate an 
automatic three-day policy in Ohio 
school districts unless the board does 
not adopt a policy for its nonteaching 
employees. Although it has been 
required since 1949, a survey has 
revealed of the 312 districts surveyed, 
25 districts have not adopted a policy.

TV's Ph o n y Bla ck Wo rld 


It is time, and more than time, that 
someone wrote a polemic against 
racism on television. I have waited for 
William Raspberry or Carl Rowan or 
any black to protest the stereotyped 
portrait of the American Negro male 
as supine, stupid, sluggish and 
subordinate to his wife. 
There are 23.8 million blacks in 
America. They represent over 11 per 
cent of the population and about 5 per 
cent of the purchasing power. They 
also accommodate 18 per cent of the 
unemployed, 75 per cent of the grief 
and a lot of the crime. 
Statistics show that Negro criminals 
prey on blacks more than they do on 
whites. Their maniacs rape more of 
their women than they do of ours. 
The world of entertainment is going 
to have to find a more realistic manner 
in which to portray the dark world. It is 
a place of clerks and lawyers, small 
businessmen, insurance executives, 
physicians, preachers, farmers and 
salesmen. 
It is also a world peopled by bookies, 
pimps, maniacal militants, hock 
shops, racketeer millionaries, drop­ 
outs, dopers, and armed robbers. 
Ten years ago, TV began to sneak a 
token Negro or two onto the screen. A 
few made it to after shave com­ 
mercials and soap products. Leave it 
to the network executives to un­ 
derstand how to overdo a good thing. 
We were hit by so many smiling 
black faces that the standard joke 
became, “ Who needs a color television 
set?” Redd Foxx, an old night club 
comic, had his jokes dusted off and 
dry-cleaned so that he could be a star 
as “ Sanford” in a comedy about a sly 
and scheming Uncle Tom. 
The great big world of the whites, 
having little personal knowledge of the 
smaller black world, thought that this 
shiftless old man, dragging his feet 
around a junkyard, was an accurate 
portrait. Ergo: 
All blacks are 
screamingly funny people who enjoy 
abysmal poverty. 
In “ Mission Impossible,” Peter 
Graves has a Negro assistant, but he 
never solves the crime. He is per­ 
mitted to crouch in trucks and cellars 
sweating and devising remote control 
explosives with which to assassinate 
the assassin. 
A month ago, my wife and I saw a 
television drama in which a black man 
and a white woman kissed and writhed 
as lovers. If TV wants to tan to flame 
the hatred of white men and black 
women, miscegenation is the best way 
of setting integration back 10 years in 
one night. 
“ The Jeffersons” erode the black 
image even further. The Negro father 
is depicted as a business success who 
is small, insecure and a comic mar­ 
tinet at home. His wife is the real 
brains in the family. This is the 
stereotyped white view of a black 
family: “ Momma de real boss.” 
The emasculation of the Negro male 
is an old device. In “ The Jeffersons,” a 
white man and a black woman are 
neighbors. Anyone who respects the 
separate families of men realizes that 
the children who issue from such a 
marriage will be rejected by both 
races. 
Television, becoming bolder, is now

using the terms “ honkie” and 
“ nigger” in the scripts. This, to my 
way of thinking, causes the hair on the 
back of the neck to bristle. He doesn t 
want to be that word, and I don’t want 
to be the other one.

I have had constant and excruciating 
pain in my left ear. I’ve been told that 
the whole trouble lies in my teeth. 
Could this be possible? 
Miss D. F., Wash., D.C. 
Dear MissF.: 
It is indeed possible. A frequent 
cause of earache is traceable to the 
change in the “ bite” of the teeth. 
In the absence of any intrinsic 
disease of the ears, changes in the jaw 
joint are always considered as a 
possible source of the pain. 
The jaw joint is a highly sensitive 
one and reflects any imbalance in the 
bite of the teeth. A small sac in the jaw 
joint, known as a “ bursa,” can become 
inflamed and irritated when the bite is 
off balance. 
The nerve that goes to the tender jaw 
joint has branches that run to the ear 
drum, the ear canal and even down the 
neck and shoulder. The result is that 
pain from a jaw joint disturbance may 
be referred to other parts of the head, 
the neck and the ears. 
Sometimes it is very diffficult for 
dentists to pick up tiny variations in 
the bite that affect the jaw joint. It then 
becomes necessary to do highly 


specialized X-ray studies of the jaw 
joint and the bite occlusion of the teeth. 
There are specialists who devote 
themselves 
exclusively 
to 
this 
problem, which is called “ tempero- 
mandibular joint disease.”

I have had constant and excruciating 
pain in my left ear. I’ve been told that 
the whole trouble lies in my teeth. 
Could this be possible? 
Miss D.F., Wash., D.C. 
Dear MissF.: 
It is indeed possible. A frequent 
cause of earache is traceable to the 
change in the “bite” of the teeth. 
In the absence of any intrinsic 
disease of the ears, changes in the jaw 
joint are always considered as a 
possible source of the pain. 
The jaw joint is a highly sensitive 
one and reflects any imbalance in the 
bite of the teeth. A small sac in the jaw 
joint, known as a “bursa,” can become 
inflamed and irritated when the bite is 
off balance. 
The nerve that goes to the tender jaw 
joint has branches that run to the ear 
drum, the ear canal and even down the 
neck and shoulder. The result is that 
pain from a jaw joint disturbance may 
be referred to other parts of the head, 
the neck and the ears. 
Sometimes it is very difficult for 
dentists to pick up tiny variations in 
the bite that affect the jaw joint. It then 
becomes necessary to do highly 


specialized X-ray studies of the jaw 
joint and the bite occlusion of the teeth. 
There are specialists who devote 
themselves 
exclusively 
to 
this 
problem, which is called “tempero- 
mandibular joint disease.” 


With readjustment of the bite, 
planned 
exercise 
of 
the 
jaw, 
replacement of missing teeth, repair of 
poor fitting dentures and total 
evaluation of the dental status, the 
severe pain that you describe can 
usually be eliminated.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Republicans 
are leaning toward Cleveland for their 
1976 convention and Democrats toward 
New York, cities they last used in 
election years that proved politically 
disastrous for them. 
Cleveland, 
which last held the 
Republican convention in 1936 when 
the party lost all but two states to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, has emerged as 
the surprise frontrunner for the 1976 
GOP convention. 
Party sources said that reluctance of 
some Florida GOP officials to host the 
convention again at Miami Beach, 
where Republicans met in 1968 and 
1972, has left Kansas City 
as 
Cleveland’s top rival. Until recently, 
Miami Beach had been the front- 
runner. 
The likely starting date is either 
Aug. 16 or Aug. 23. 
Among the Democrats, New York is 
favored by some top party leaders 
including chairman Robert S. Strauss 
to be host for the first time since the 
103-ballot convention in 1924 that 
preceded one of the party’s worst 
presidential defeats. 
However, Los Angeles remains in 
the running, in considerable measure 
because its convention facilities are 
considered superior to New York’s. 
There is some indication officials may 
be touting New York in part to spur 


greater 
effort 
by 
California 
Democratic leaders. 
The Democrats plan to meet July 12. 
Final decisions on the sites won’t be 
made until at least August. 
City officials in both Cleveland and 
Kansas City have eagerly sought the 
1976 GOP convention. However, the 
Cleveland convention facilities are 
considered superior, with sufficient 
space to house all official activities 
including press work space. 
Three other cities are bidding for the 
GOP convention: New Orleans, where 
a conflict has arisen because the 
Superdome may be needed for pro 
football games; Los Angeles; and San 
Francisco. 
Some Democratic leaders are 
reluctant to go to Los Angeles because 
of the expense and inconvenience of 
arranging a convention 3,000 miles 
from Washington. They say California 
Democrats, except for Los Angeles 
Mayor Thomas Bradley, have not been 
too cooperative so far. 
In New York, however, there is a 
question whether Madison Square 
Garden has sufficient floor space for 
the delegates, aides and press. 
New Orleans remains officially in 
the running, but Democratic officials 
say it doesn’t have enough hotel rooms 
for their convention, which is larger 
than the GOP convention. 
Economic D ata Indicates 
Am erica A t Critical Point 
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WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
government reported today that the 
nation’s economic output slipped 
fractionally over the second three 
months of this year, indicating the 
economy has stabilized after the 
longest and deepest recession since 
World War II. 
The Commerce Department said the 
volume of the Gross National Product, 
which is the nation’s total production 
of goods and services, dropped during 
the quarter by an amount which when 
projected over an entire year would 
equal three-tenths of one per cent. 
It was the sixth straight quarterly 
decline in volume of Gross National 
Product, or GNP. But it was the 
smallest of the six and compared to a 
decline at an annual rate of 11.4 per 
cent in the first three months of the 
year. 
Over-all, total economic output has 
declined 7.8 per cent since the start of 
the recession. 
The Commerce Department also 
reported that the inflation rate fell to 
an annual rate of 5.1 per cent, the 
lowest since the 4.1 per cent rate 
during the final three months of 1972. 
Inflation as measured in the GNP 
accounts, which covers a broader 
range of goods and services than are 


included in the more familiar Con­ 
sumer Price Index, was 10.3 per cent 
for all of 1974 and 8.4 per cent at an 
annual rate in the first quarter. 
The reduced inflation rate, com­ 
bined with virtually stable output, 
resulted in the first advance in nearly 
two years in the per capita after-tax 
income of Americans after adjustment 
of the erosion of inflation. 
Per capita real disposable income 
advanced $133 during the quarter to 
$2,908. That figure had not increased 
since reaching $2,952 in the third 
quarter of 1973. The result of the in­ 
crease was that Americans saved an 
estimated 10.6 per cent of their after­ 
tax income, most since an identical 
rate in the second quarter of 1946.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - The 
office of venerable biologist Carl 
Hubbs sits at the edge of the Pacific 
where Hubbs is overjoyed by what he 
sees through the window: a slow 
comeback of the California brown 
pelican. 
When the species almost died out 
because of the pesticide DDT, only 
adult pelicans were winging by Hubbs’ 
office at the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography. 
Now, the 80-year-old scientist says: 
“I’ve seen hundreds of them, and there 
are lots of young out there, too.” 
It was only five years ago that the 
hollow-boned, bandylegged bird that 
skims the ocean like a hovercraft 
seemed to be dipping close to ex­ 
tinction. 
DDT washed into the ocean worked 
its way into the marine food chain. The 
pelicans ate DDT-contaminated fish. 
The pesticide interferred with the 
birds’ calcium metabolism, scientists 
said. 
The result: the birds began laying 
thin-shelled eggs that collapsed under

the weight of nesting adults. 
In 1970, a single bird was bom in the 
major breeding colonies located on the 
San Benito Islands off the Baja 
California coast, 300 miles south of San 
Diego, and on Anacapa Islands off 
Ventura County. 
No more than five were hatched that 
year on the Coronado Islands a few 
miles south of the U.S.-Mexican line. 
Because of the soft-shell syndrome 
and other effects of DDT, the pesticide 
was banned in June 1972. What has 
happened since has been encouraging. 
The Coronados produced at least 
1,200 young pelicans last year, 
although Dr. Joseph Jehnl of the San 
Diego Natural History Museum says 
nearly one-third of the eggs were too 
thin-shelled to hatch. DDT presumably 
was still the cause, Jehl said. 
“We can only presume that the shell- 
thinning observed this year was due to 
the residual toxic effects in some 
birds,” Jehl said. 
“I think this may be an additional 
demonstration that these birds are an 
excellent monitor of the environment. 


... We are cautiously optimistic about 
the status of our pelican population.” 
But in louisiana the news on the 
brown pelican is disheartening. 
Officials say that almost 80 per cent of 
the state’s brown pelicans have been 
wiped out in the last two months by 
pesticides. 
“It looks like we are down to IOO 
birds from a restocked population of 
more than 500,” said J. 
Burton 
Angelic, director of the louisiana Wild 
Life and Fisheries Commission. 
He said lab tests chowed that the 
pelicans 
were killed 
by 
eight 
pesticides, most of them used in 
agriculture All the dead had lethal 
amounts of a potent pesticide called 
Endrin, used to kill insects. He said he 
fears the survivors are also infected 
with the poison. 
The brown pelican once numbered in 
the thousands in the state and is the 
state bird.

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St. Philip’s Episcopal Church Is Oldest In Tow n 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is o ne o f a 
series o f histo ries o f Chu rches in 
Pickaway Co u nty which will be 
p u blished in The Herald du ring the 
o bserv ance o f the Bicentennial. St. 
Philip ’s was selected as the first o f the 
series becau se it is the o ldest chu rch in 
Circlev ille and the sev enth o ldest 
Ep isco p al Chu rch in the Dio cese o f 
So u thern Ohio . 


“Be it remembered that o n the 26 th 
day o f May , A.D. 1817, the Rev . 
Philander Chase, late Recto r o f 
Christ Chu rch, Hartfo rd, state o f 
Co nnecticu t, p reached and p erfo rmed 
Div ine Serv ice in the to wn o f Cir­ 
clev ille, acco rding to the Litu rgy o f the 
Pro testant Ep isco p al Chu rch in the 
United States o f America.” 
Thu s begins the histo ry o f the little 
chu rch o n the Mo u nd, St. Philip ’s 
Ep isco p al Chu rch, 129 W. Mo u nd St. 
In Ju ne o f 1819 , The Rev . Mr. Chase 
v isited the p arish again. On March 8, 
1822, the 
Rev . 
Ezra 
B. 
Kello gg 
“co mmenced his Paro chial labo rs in 
this p arish to p reach o nce in fo u r 
weeks.” 
After six mo re y ears o f hit-o r-miss 
serv ices, the infant Vestry o f St. 
Philip ’s p etitio ned St. Pau l’s Ep isco p al 
Chu rch in Chillico the to lend Cir­ 
clev ille the serv ices o f the Rev . Jo hn 
P. Bau sman o nce a mo nth, and the 
Chillico the Vestry co nsented. 
The Rev . R. V. Ro gers u nderto o k the 
little p arish’s first bu ilding p ro gram. 
Ix >t No . 101 o n the mo u nd was p u r­ 
chased o n the installment p lan fro m R. 
Do u glas fo r $350 and a bu ilding 
co mmittee o f J. G. Do ddridge, William 
B. Thrall, R. H. Ho p kins, Ro bert 
I^arimo re, Gu y W. Do an, J. W. Finley 
and William McCo llo ch was named. 
The p asto r was directed to trav el to 
eastern cities and o ther p laces fo r the 
p u rp o se o f so liciting fu nds to aid in the 
bu ilding o f the chu rch. 
By the fall o f 1834 a little brick 
chu rch was co mp leted and o n Sep t. 3 it 
was co nsecrated by Bisho p Charles P. 
Mclllv aine, dio cesan o f Ohio . In 1836, 
the Rev . Mr. Ro gers left St. Philip ’s 
and went to Qu ebec. The nex t 12 
clergy men stay ed in residence fo r o ne, 
two o r at the mo st three y ears. 
One su bject which to o k u p mu ch 


co gitatio n in the early v estry no tes was 
the p ro blem o f p ew rental, which in 
tho se faraway day s seemed to be o ne 
o f the fav o rite dev ices to maintain a 
chu rch’s so lv ency .

v estry m en 
assessed 
the 
v alu atio n o f the p ews, keep ing so me 
free 
fo r 
v isito rs. 
Then 
the 
an­ 
no u ncement o f p ew sale was p rinted in 
The Herald and Watchman. On the 
ap p o inted date, all who wished to bid 
fo r the rental o f a p ew ap p eared at the 
chu rch. Interestingly eno u gh, the p ews 
which were the mo st highly p riced 
were tho se at the fro nt o f the chu rch. 
In 1852 p ews nu mbered 5, 6 , 7, 8, 9 , 10 
and 11 rented at $280 a y ear. Pews 15 
and 43 at the rear co st $12 a y ear. 
Mo ney s receiv ed fro m the sale o f p ews 
were allo tted to the su p p o rt o f the 
chu rch. The p ractice o f selling p ews 
was disco ntinu ed y ears ago , bu t it did 
serv e in lieu o f the p resent o rganized 
ev ery -member canv ass. 
By 1846 members o f the p arish were 
being interv iewed by v estry m en 
co ncerning p u rchase o f land to bu ild a 
new chu rch o r a recto ry . On Match 27, 
1859 , the deed fo r the p arso nage o f St. 
Philip ’s Chu rch was p laced in the 
hands o f Mr. Mo o re to be dep o sited in 
the v au lt o f the Scio to Valley Bank. It 
was lo cated at 239 E. Franklin St. 
Fro m time to time it was rented when 
there was no resident clergy man. 
When the Rev . Charles Fearn (1858- 
186 1) resigned his charge, he felt that 
St. Philip ’s sho u ld co nsider bu ilding a 
new chu rch. 
Du ring the p art-time p asto rate o f the 
Rev . E. Owen Simp so n, who was also 
recto r o f St. Jo hn’s in Iancaster, a 
bu ilding p ro gram was lau nched. While 
the new chu rch was being bu ilt the 
Ep isco p alians wo rship p ed in the little 
white Bap tist Chu rch o n S. Co u rt 
Street. The new chu rch was bu ilt fo r 
$15,000 and was p aid fo r with gifts o f 
mo ney fro m many o u tside the lo cal 
co ngregatio n. On Ap ril 23, 186 8, the 
Right Rev . Grego ry T. Bedell, 
assistant Bisho p o f the Dio cese o f Ohio , 
co nsecrated the new chu rch. 
This chu rch, with its walnu t p ews 
and wo o dwo rk, has changed v ery little 
o v er the y ears. 
After the dep artu re o f Rev . Simp so n, 
St. Philip ’s was serv ed by a su ccessio n 


o f clergy men. Du ring the p asto rate o f 
Rev . F. M. Mu nso n, the chu rch was re­ 
fresco ed. 
In 1917 an additio n to the sto ne 
chu rch was begu n u nder the au sp ices 
o f the Rev . Dav id McDo nald. 
The 
p arish ho u se, called the Em ery 
bu ilding, was dedicated Ap ril 4,19 18 . 


In 1947 a p ermanent recto ry was 
beq u eathed to St. Philip ’s p arish by the 
will o f Mrs. Geo rgie Ho ffman James. 
It adjo ins the chu rch gro u nds.

St. Philip's Episcopal Church Is O ldest In Town 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of a 
series of histories of Churches in 
Pickaway County which will be 
published in The Herald during the 
observance of the Bicentennial. St. 
Philip’s was selected as the first of the 
series because it is the oldest church in 
Circleville and the seventh oldest 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Southern Ohio. 


“Be it remembered that on the 26th 
day of May, A.D. 1817, the Rev. 
Philander Chase, late Rector of 
Christ Church, Hartford, state of 
Connecticut, preached and performed 
Divine Service in the town of Cir­ 
cleville, according to the Liturgy of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America.” 
Thus begins the history of the little 
church on the Mound, St. Philip’s 
Episcopal Church, 129 W. Mound St. 
In June of 1819, The Rev. Mr. Chase 
visited the parish again. On March 8, 
1822, the 
Rev. 
Ezra 
B. 
Kellogg 
“commenced his Parochial labors in 
this parish to preach once in four 
weeks.” 
After six more years of hit-or-miss 
services, the infant Vestry of St. 
Philip’s petitioned St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church in Chillicothe to lend Cir­ 
cleville the services of the Rev. John 
P. Bausman once a month, and the 
Chillicothe Vestry consented. 
The Rev. R. V. Rogers undertook the 
little parish’s first building program. 
Ix>t No. 101 on the mound was pur­ 
chased on the installment plan from R. 
Douglas for $350 and a building 
committee of J. G. Doddridge, William 
B. Thrall, R. H. Hopkins, Robert 
I^arimore, Guy W. Doan, J. W. Finley 
and William McColloch was named. 
The pastor was directed to travel to 
eastern cities and other places for the 
purpose of soliciting funds to aid in the 
building of the church. 
By the fall of 1834 a little brick 
church was completed and on Sept. 3 it 
was consecrated by Bishop Charles P. 
Mclllvaine, diocesan of Ohio. In 1836, 
the Rev. Mr. Rogers left St. Philip’s 
and went to Quebec. The next 12 
clergymen stayed in residence for one, 
two or at the most three years. 
One subject which took up much 


cogitation in the early vestry notes was 
the problem of pew rental, which in 
those faraway days seemed to be one 
of the favorite devices to maintain a 
church's solvency. 
Two 
vestrym en 
assessed 
the 
valuation of the pews, keeping some 
free 
for 
visitors. 
Then 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of pew sale was printed in 
The Herald and Watchman. On the 
appointed date, all who wished to bid 
for the rental of a pew appeared at the 
church. Interestingly enough, the pews 
which were the most highly priced 
were those at the front of the church. 
In 1852 pews numbered 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, IO 
and ll rented at $280 a year. Pews 15 
and 43 at the rear cost $12 a year. 
Moneys received from the sale of pews 
were allotted to the support of the 
church. The practice of selling pews 
was discontinued years ago, but it did 
serve in lieu of the present organized 
every-member canvass. 
By 1846 members of the parish were 
being interviewed by vestrym en 
concerning purchase of land to build a 
new church or a rectory. On March 27, 
1859, the deed for the parsonage of St. 
Philip’s Church was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Moore to be deposited in 
the vault of the Scioto Valley Bank. It 
was located at 239 E. Franklin St. 
From time to time it was rented when 
there was no resident clergyman. 
When the Rev. Charles Fearn (1858- 
1861) resigned his charge, he felt that 
St. Philip’s should consider building a 
new church. 
During the part-time pastorate of the 
Rev. E. Owen Simpson, who was also 
rector of St. John’s in I^ancaster, a 
building program was launched. While 
the new church was being built the 
Episcopalians worshipped in the little 
white Baptist Church on S. Court 
Street. The new church was built for 
$15,000 and was paid for with gifts of 
money from many outside the local 
congregation. On April 23, 1868, the 
Right Rev. Gregory T. Bedell, 
assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, 
consecrated the new church. 
This church, with its walnut pews 
and woodwork, has changed very little 
over the years. 
After the departure of Rev. Simpson, 
St. Philip’s was served by a succession

of clergymen. During the pastorate of 
Rev. F. M. Munson, the church was re­ 
frescoed. 
In 1917 an addition to the stone 
church was begun under the auspices 
of the Rev. David McDonald. 
The 
parish house, called the Em ery 
building, was dedicated April 4,1918. 


In 1947 a permanent rectory was 
bequeathed to St. Philip’s parish by the 
will of Mrs. Georgic Hoffman James. 
It adjoins the church grounds. 
St. 
Philip’s 
observed 
its 
sesquicentennial anniversary May 26, 
1967. The cornerstone of the church 
was opened and the historical items 
have been donated to the Pickaway 
County 
H istorical 
Society 
for 
preservation. 
The South Central Ohio Preservation 
Society in 1972 recognized the mem­ 
bers of the church “for outstanding 
community betterm ent involving 
restoration and preservation of the 
historic structure.”

NEW YORK (AP) — In a legislative 
chamber of California’s state Capitol 
a 
Buddhist minister 
takes 
the 
microphone. “ If small raindrops 
continue to fall on the same spot on a 
rock, a hole will be bored,” he says. 
“Just as the raindrop, if you make 
constant effort, anything is possible.” 
This philosophical imagery isn’t the 
usual sort of ceremonial prayer for 
divine guidance familiar in civil set­ 
tings. 
But ifs part of one of the religious 
invocations starting a session of the 
California State Senate where this 
year, for the first time anywhere in the 
country, the chaplain who offers those 
brief opening mediations for the 
lawmakers is a Buddhist. 
That fact has stirred some protests, 
questioning about just what Buddhists 
believe, as well as some interfaith 
support for the appointment of the 
Rev. Shoko Masunaga, leader of the 
Buddhist Church of Sacramento.

not regarded as having any intrinsic 
spiritual value, but are only symbols of 
ideals and principles. 
As for the claim that Buddhism is 
atheistic, it does reject the Judeo- 
Christian and Moslem view of God as a

supreme “being” distinct from human 
life and the universe, as its creator 
active in it yet transcending it, whose 
justice and mercy determine the 
outcome of its choices. 
Yet the differences are subtle. 
Buddhism holds that supreme reality, 
Buddahood, is inherent in all life in the 
values of compassion, wisdom and 
truth conveyed through rhythms of 
natural law.

Originated by the Presbyterians of 
Kentucky in 1799, the evangelistic 
camp meeting became a familiar sight 
to Americans and especially Ohioans. 
One camp meeting heritage belongs 
to the Stoutsville Camp Meeting 
located seven miles east of Circleville 
in Stoutsville. 


The Stoutsville Camp was organized 
in 1897 and operated until 1917 by The 
Evangelical Church, but little is known 
about the meetings due to a lack of the 
Evangelical Church history. 
In 1917 the United Brethren Church 
in Christ purchased the camp and 
operated the camp until 1946 when the 
United Brethren Church and the 
Evangelical Church merged forming 
the Evangelical United Brethren 
Church. 
The EUB Church operated the camp 
until the merger with The Methodists 
in 1968. The camp Board then decided 
to reorganize in 1970 and published a 
new constitution. 
In facts obtained from old camp 
records made available by the Rev. 
Roy B. Leedy, the Rev. W. H. Bucks, 
presiding elder, was the director of the 
Stoutsville Campmeeting Association 
and served as the first president, 
during 
the 
ownership 
by 
The 
Evangelical Church. 
The camp grounds consisted of eight 
acres with those attending sleeping in 
tents. The tabernacle was a large 
canvas tent purchased from the 
Warsaw Camp Meeting Association. 
After the purchase of the camp by 
the UB Church, the Rev. H. O. 
Davis, and 0. E. Drum met with a 
group of people in Ashville in 1919, 
under the leadership of Dr. R. A. Hitt 
and organized a district camp 
meeting. 
The officers of the first camp were 
the Rev. H. 0. Davis, president; Rev. 
A. B. Cox, vice president; Earl 
Klingensmith, secretary; 0. E. Drum, 
treasurer. 
Drum served as the treasurer of the 
camp 53 years from 1919-1972. 
The 0. E. Williams Evangelistic 
Party was the first team to hold 
meetings 
at 
the 
camp. 
Other 
evangelists included, Bishop A. R. 
Clippinger, Ira D. Warner, Rev. P. E. 
Wright, Rev. Edna Booker Hughes, 
Dr. Dennis Kinlaw, Rev. Russell Ford, 
Dr. Delbert R. Rose, Dr. William 
Arnett, Dr. Lon Woodrum, Ray Harris, 
Dr. Amos Henry and Rev. Roy Dunn. 


Probably the best known evangelist 
to serve at the camp meeting was Dr. 
Dewey Whitwell, who preached from 
1939 to the mid 1960’s. 
During the earlier years, a toll was 
charged to enter the grounds of 
Stoutsville Camp, and many persons 
bought season tickets for 50-cents. 
Single admission was 10-cents and 
children under 12-years-of-age were 
admitted free. The toll has since been 
abolished.

Lancaster by train. 
After four successful annual camp 
meetings, 
the 
United 
Brethren 
organization purchased the camp­ 
ground 
equipment 
from 
the 
Evangelical Association in 1923 for 
$3,000. 
The original tabernacle was built in 
1900 and seats 2400 persons. Persons 
sitting on lawn chairs outside the 
tabernacle 
increases 
the 
total 
capacity. 
An extension was added to the 
tabernacle in 1965-66 which included a 
larger platform in the worship area 
and a bookroom and prayer room on 
the lower level of the building. 
The present 29-acre campground 
houses a men and women’s dormitory 
each, a 14-unit motel, over IOO cot­ 
tages, space for 60 trailers, area for 
tent camping, dining hall and a 17-acre 
recreation facility. 
The camp has three deep wells 
which provides adequate water supply 
for drinking and shower facilities. 
Worship areas include a children’s 
tabernacle which was erected in 1972, 
a youth tabernacle and the main 
tabernacle. 
Future projects include the erecting 
of workers cottages as a memorial to 
I^ewis Mathew. Present plans call for 
modular-type cottages. 
The Camp, technically is not a 
conference camp, in that the Camp 
Association owns and operates it, 
rather than the conference, yet its

The 1975 Stoutsville Camp is an 
interdenominational camp simply 
called the Stoutsville Camp Meeting 
Association. 


Stressing the Wesley-Armenian 
doctrine, the purpose of the camp is 
the salvation of souls, sanctification of 
the believers, perfecting of the saints 
and the work of evangelization to 
extend the kingdom of Christ and the 
world.

Screamed obscenities mixed with 
chants of “Seig heil” and “Pigs off 
campus” rang off the walls of federal 
court here Thursday, drowning out a 
policeman’s pleas that demonstrators 
leave a Kent State University rally for 
their own safety.

witness’ 
microphone at a volume that made 
jurors shrink back in their chairs and 
attorneys and observers wince, the 
five-year-old tape recording offered 
a taste of what it was like to be on 
campus May 4,1970 when four students 
were shot to death by Ohio National 
Guardsmen. 


Kent State policeman, Harold E. 
Rice described confrontations of 
sim ilar intensity the preceding 
weekend, including the 36 hours before 
demonstrators burned the campus 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 
building to the ground. 


Earlier, the jury heard an ex­ 
guardsman say he was in tears shortly 
after the shooting and thrust his rifle 
on his commander, shouting, “I don’t 
want to shoot anyone.” 
William F. E. Herschler of Bucyrus 
said the officer handed the weapon 
back and said, “We don’t want you to.” 


The shooting, which followed at­ 
tempts to break up the rally, also 
wounded nine students. The victims 
and their families are suing for $46 
million in damages. Defendants in­ 
clude Gov. James Rhodes, former 
Kent State President Robert White and 
39 present or former guardsmen. 


Rhodes sent troops to Kent after two 
days of rioting that followed an­ 
nouncement of the U.S. military in­ 
cursion into Cambodia. 
Rice testified that a Guard officer 
told him the day before the shootings 
that the campus was under martial 
law. The jury was instructed to dis­ 
regard the remark, however, because 
the policeman could not identify the 
officer. 
Rice also said he checked a .38- 
caliber 
revolver 
taken 
from 
photographer Terry Norman minutes 
after the firing and found it had not 
been fired. The defense said in opening 
statements evidence would be pre- 
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sented to show a shot from a weapon of 
smaller caliber than guardsmen’s .30- 
cal. rifles and .45-cal. pistols could 
have set off the shooting. 
The jury has viewed television film 
of Norman being chased to guards­ 
men’s lines after displaying the pistol 
on the campus slope where the firing 
erupted. 
Herschler, an acting sergeant at the 
time, said he was slightly downhill 
from the site where most of the troops 
fired from and could not see any 
demonstrators charging the Guard. He 
said he did not fire, despite testimony 
from witnesses in two books who con­ 
tend he did shoot. 
Fellow 
guardsman 
Mathew 
McManus was quoted as saying 
Herschler fired an entire clip of eight 
rounds at demonstrators. Herschler 


said McManus later said he never natl 
told the writer that. 
When the shooting began, Herschler 
began yelling “cease fire” and striking 
the weapons of men near him to get 
their attention, he said.

Vote Basic 
Changes In 
School Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < AP) - Ending a 
two-month old deadlock, a House 
subcommittee has voted basic changes 
in a school finance bill in an effort to 
overcome widespread opposition to the 
equal yield plan. 
The panel removed a section that 
would have halfed some property tax 
rollbacks, lowered the minimum 
millage rates for state aid eligibility, 
and altered the method by which 
school district property values would 
be equalized. 
In all, some 30 changes were voted 
Thursday into the virtually rewritten 
legislation. 
Finance 
Chairman 
Myrl 
H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bourneville, said his 
Democratic-dominated full committee 
would recommend the bill Wednesday, 
clearing the way for a floor vote before 
the end of next week. 


Most of the key amendments 
received bipartisan support. 
The bill passed the Senate 26-6 last 
May 14, but intensive lobbying by big 
city school officials, realtors and 
business interests stalled action in the 
House.

Bowie Kuhn Kept 
As Commissioner 
O f Pro Baseball 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — The v ote was 
22-2, but it was the closest 22-2 v ote 
y ou’ll ev er see. 
By v irtue of baseball’s sometimes- 
my sterious by -laws, Bowie Kuhn came 
perilously close to being ousted as 
commissioner Thursday ev en though a 
v ast majority of the owners were 
satisfied with the job he has done since 
taking office in February 1969. 
The quirk was the rule that requires 
the commissioner to hav e a minimum 
of nine v otes in each league. Kuhn had 
that and more in the National League 
where his support was led by in­ 
fluential Walter O’Malley of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. But he had only 
eight v otes in the American, one short 
of the number he needed for re- 
election. 
Besides Oakland and Baltimore, 
outspoken opponents of the com­ 
missioner, the New York Yankees and 
Tex as Rangers also had v oted against 
him when the matter came up at the 
AL meeting a day earlier. 
As it turned out, it was a good thing 
for Kuhn that the AL opposition sur­ 
faced when it did. The AL v ote was 
unofficial — more a feeling-out to see 
what the sentiment of the owners was. 
Had the matter not come up in that 
manner, a formal v ote might hav e 
been called at the joint meeting, before 
Kuhn’s supporters had time to change 
any minds. And if the first v ote taken 
had been a formal one, Kuhn would be 
on his way back to Wall Street today 
instead of enjoy ing the security of a 
new sev en-y ear contract as com- , 
missioner. 
When it learned of the AL sentiment, 
the NL owners asked if the Americans 
would reconsider the matter and v ote 
again. The request was refused. The 
AL indicated its mind was made up. 
The owners would, howev er, agree to 
table the matter since no decision 
really had to be made until nex t Feb­ 
ruary , six months before the ex ­ 
piration of Kuhn’s first term. 


But Kuhn wouldn’t sit still for that. 
The commissioner said he would hav e 
resigned had the owners mov ed in that 
direction. But for a time, it seemed 
that tabling the question would be the 
only way Kuhn’s supporters could 
prev ent him from being ousted. 
Then the backroom bargaining 
began. The minds of the New York and 
Tex as clubs changed and ov ernight, 
the four negativ e v otes were reduced 
to two. 
“ I think the v oting procedure leav es 
something to be desired,” said Kuhn of 
the rule that permits a minority to 
hav e its way . “ If the commissioner 
does his job, he steps on some toes. I 
hope the rule will be changed, not for 
my 
sake, 
but 
for 
future 
com­ 
missioners.” 
The reason Kuhn’s job was sav ed 
was the realization of the problems 
that the owners face in the area of 
franchises and play er negotiations. 
The feeling was that baseball needed 
an ex perienced hand at the helm 
during 
these 
difficult 
times. 
But 
because their two-day meeting was so 
tota lly 
occupied with the com ­ 
missioner’s re-election, the owners 
made no progress in solv ing any of 
their other sticky problems.

M ILW AUKEE (AP) - The vote was 
22-2, but it was the closest 22-2 vote 
you’ll ever see. 
By virtue of baseball’s sometimes- 
mysterious by-laws, Bowie Kuhn came 
perilously close to being ousted as 
commissioner Thursday even though a 
vast majority of the owners were 
satisfied with the job he has done since 
taking office in February 1969. 
The quirk was the rule that requires 
the commissioner to have a minimum 
of nine votes in each league. Kulm had 
that and more in the National League 
where his support was led by in­ 
fluential Walter O’Malley of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. But he had only 
eight votes in the American, one short 
of the number he needed for re­ 
election. 
Besides Oakland and Baltimore, 
outspoken opponents of the com­ 
missioner, the New York Yankees and 
Texas Rangers also had voted against 
him when the matter came up at the 
AL meeting a day earlier. 
As it turned out, it was a good thing 
for Kuhn that the AL opposition sur­ 
faced when it did.

Had the matter not come up in that 
manner, a formal vote might have 
been called at the joint meeting, before 
Kuhn’s supporters had time to change 
any minds. And if the first vote taken 
had been a formal one, Kuhn would be 
on his way back to Wall Street today 
instead of enjoying the security of a 
new seven-year contract as com- , 
missioner. 
When it learned of the AL sentiment, 
the NL owners asked if the Americans 
would reconsider the matter and vote 
again. The request was refused. The 
AL indicated its mind was made up. 
The owners would, however, agree to 
table the matter since no decision 
really had to be made until next Feb­ 
ruary, six months before the ex­ 
piration of Kuhn’s first term.

“ A kicking specialist h as to be more 
ath letic th an in th e past,” said th e 
Cincinnati Bengals kicker, wh ose 
development led to th e trading of All- 
Pro punter Dave Iiewis and field goal 
ace Horst Muh lmann. 
Green, wh o finish ed 
th ird in 
American Football Conference pun­ 
ting last year, h as taken over all 
kicking responsibilities th is season. 
But keeping both is h is primary 
project at th e moment, 
“I know th e coach es don’t agree, but 
I know I can do both ,” said th e former 
Oh io University standout. 
Green is battling to keep h is punting 
job due to th e potential of rookie Jeff 
West, th e first punter taken in th e 
National Football league draft last 
winter. 
West, a No. 5 selection out of th e 
University of Cincinnati, h as been 
making a strong bid for th e job by 
booming awesome punts, th ough h is 
consistency h as not match ed Green’s. 
“ I’m convinced I produce better 
doing both ,” said Green, wh o was 
th rust into th e overall kicking spot last 
year wh en Muh lmann was sidelined 
with injuries. 
“In college, I pressed wh en I was 
h andling just one th ing,” said Green. 
“Wh at scares th e coach es is th at 
punting and placekicking are two 


different loft positions for th e foot. 
Th ey’re saying not many can do both , 
“ I th ink I can h andle both for five to 
six years, th en I’ll settle for one of th e 
specialties,” said Green, wh o h as 
undergone tutoring by kicking great 
Ix)u Groza. 
“ He’s a perfectionist. One day h e 
made me kick 90 footballs and I was 
missing very few. But h e was still 
correcting me wh en 1 was perfect,” 
Green said. 
“ Mostly h e emph asized form and 
follow th rough . He stressed grooving 
myself into consistency,” said th e 
Ath ens, Oh io native. 
“ My goal is to finish among th e top 
five field goal kickers th is season and 
at least th ird again in punting,” said 
Green, wh o contemplated quitting 
football in 197 3 after being waived by 
th e Bengals and later cut by th e 
Houston Oilers. 
He got a new lease on life wh en th e 


Bengals reclaimed h im. 
His aggressiveness and steady 
improvement resulted in th e recent 
trade th at sent M uh lmann, Cin­ 
cinnati’s 
all-tim e 
scorer, 
to 
Ph iladelph ia, 
Green’s all out play didn’t make any 
points, h owever, with Muh lmann. 
“ Horst was injured and I was doing 
all th e kicking. We were playing 
Oakland and after I kicked off I was in 
on th e tackle. Horst glared at me and 
said ‘You’re crazy.’ 
“I’m not afraid to stick an arm or a 
leg out to stop somebody,” said Green. 
“ It

ballgam e 
sometime.”

WIIMINGTON, Ohio (A P)- “The 
day of the foreign soccerstyle kicker, 
who just kicks and doesn’t understand 
the whole game is over,” says Dave 
Green. 
“A kicking specialist has to be more 
athletic than in the past,” said the 
Cincinnati Bengals kicker, whose 
development led to the trading of All- 
Pro punter Dave I>ewis and field goal 
ace Horst Muhlmann. 
Green, who finished third in 
American Football Conference pun­ 
ting last year, has taken over all 
kicking responsibilities this season. 
But keeping both is his primary 
project at the moment. 
“I know the coaches don’t agree, but 
I know I can do both,” said the former 
Ohio University standout. 
Green is battling to keep his punting 
job due to the potential of rookie Jeff 
West, the first punter taken in the 
National Football league draft last 
winter. 
West, a No. 5 selection out of the 
University of Cincinnati, has been 
making a strong bid for the job by 
booming awesome punts, though his 
consistency has not matched Green’s. 
“I’m convinced I produce better 
doing both,” said Green, who was 
thrust into the overall kicking spot last 
year when Muhlmann was sidelined 
with injuries. 
“In college, I pressed when I was 
handling just one thing,” said Green. 
“What scares the coaches is that 
punting and placekicking are two 


different loft positions for the foot. 
They’re saying not many can do both. 
“I think I can handle both for five to 
six years, then ITI settle for one of the 
specialties,” said Green, who has 
undergone tutoring by kicking great 
I ahi Groza. 
“He’s a perfectionist. One day he 
made me kick 90 footballs and I was 
missing very few. But he was still 
correcting me when I was perfect,” 
Green said. 
“Mostly he emphasized form and 
follow through. He stressed grooving 
myself into consistency,” said the 
Athens, Ohio native. 
“My goal is to finish among the top 
five field goal kickers this season and 
at least third again in punting,” said 
Green, who contemplated quitting 
football in 1973 after being waived by 
the Bengals and later cut by the 
Houston Oilers. 
He got a new lease on life when the 


Bengals reclaimed him. 
His aggressiveness and steady 
improvement resulted in the recent 
trade that sent Muhlmann, Cin­ 
cinnati’s 
all-time 
scorer, 
to 
Philadelphia. 
Green’s all out play didn’t make any 
points, however, with Muhlmann. 
“Horst was injured and I was doing 
all the kicking. We were playing 
Oakland and after I kicked off I was in 
on the tackle. Horst glared at me and 
said ‘You’re crazy.’ 
“I’m not afraid to stick an arm or a 
leg out to stop somebody,” said Green. 
“It 
might 
mean 
a 
ballgame 
sometime.”

there date back to the early 1800’s and

Margaret Steele came to work for 
Wood when he took office in 1961 and 
was chief deputy for nine years. She 
later was off for a while but returned to 
the office in January. 
Gerry May has worked for the 
county treasurer for nearly a year 
now. 
As Mrs. Wolford explained, most of 
the work is done by all of the girls. 


Except for Mrs. Moon’s bookkeeping 
chores, they have the same basic 
chores in the office. 
Each girl has a money drawer at the 
counter and each one of these drawers 
is balanced at the end of the day. 
Mrs. Wolford counts the money in 
the vault and fills out a sheet each 
morning and each evening. She keeps 
a running record 
of each day’s 
business in this manner. The original 
sheet is then taken over to the county 
auditor’s office. The idea was first 
conceived by the present treasurer as 
part of the complex check and balance 
system between the two offices. 
At the end of each month. Helen 
Hammel of the auditor’s office checks 
her books against those of Mrs. Moon 
in the treasurer's office. 
The county's money is invested by 
the treasurer in the various banking 
establishments 
in

county. 
Investments of the inactive money are 
made with all the banks in the county 
while the active funds are distributed 
among the four Circleviile banks. 
Bank Americard your taxes? Yes, 
indeed. The treasurer’s office is 
equipped to take both Bank Americard 
and Master Charge for tax payments. 
For 14 years in office, Wood has a 
remarkable record. He has never had 
a burglar and has only had to put in his 
own funds in cases of counterfeit 
money. He said his experiences with 
the counterfeiters were few and minor.

On the day the audit begins, the 
examiner comes to the treasurer’s 
office and counts all the money in the 
vault and lists all the checks. Wood 
said it usually takes up to eight months 
for the examiner to complete the audit 
but he covers all the county offices 
while he is here. 
The most important job in the 
treasurer’s office 
has to be the 
collection of property taxes. Mrs. 
Wolford said the greatest problem 
facing the staff at tax collection time is 
the failure of people to have their 
addresses changed with the office. 
Approximately $3,000 a year is spent 
by the treasurer in postage. Most 
people who move do not notify the 
treasurer but expect the post office to 
forward their mail.

forwarding runs out and the bills are 
returned to his office unclaimed. 
Wood explained that with the new 
reappraisal going into effect next year, 
property owners can expect a change 
in their taxes. Property will then be 
appraised at 100 per cent but taxes will 
only be paid on 35 per cent of the value. 
He said that the new formula simply 
meant 
increased 
valuation 
and 
decreased rates but it would seldom if 
ever equal the same amount as the 
previous formula. 
For schools to receive state foun­ 
dation money, the county cannot 
reduce the rate due the schools below 
20 mills in the general fund including 
the joint vocational school levy. The 
treasurer can reduce all the other 
voted 
levies 
which 
includes 
cemeteries, roads etc. Wood said these 
would be reduced according to the 
increase in evaluation but the taxes 
this year will still not equal those of 
last year. 
When schools ask for advance draws 
on their tax money, the treasurer 
cannot give out any if taxes have not 
been paid in the particular district 
asking for the advance. He can, 
however, give up to 90 per cent of the 
amount that has been collected in that 
district. 
The undivided general fund includes 
all the school money in the county. It 
is divided according to the tax rates in 
the four school districts only when the 
books are balanced. 
Wood said that all the real estate tax 
money stays in the county along with 
all the personal property tax money. 
All the money realized from the 
intangible tax is given to the public 
library. Classified tax or intangible tax 
is money paid on cash, stocks, bonds 
and securities. 
The treasurer’s office houses the tax 
duplicates. Three tax books are 
reserved for the city and 15 for the 
various townships. Ixical attorneys 
check these books daily for many 
items of information including the 
total assessed valuation of property, 
paid taxes, acreage, etc. 
Another job completed by this office 
is the distribution of the Federal food 
stamps. Although most of the paper 
work for the issuance of the food 
stamps 
is done 
by 
the 
Welfare 
Department, the county treasurer does 
the distribution because of the vault 
which is used for storage of the stamp 
books. 


Wood said his office was now the 
only agency in the county to distribute 
the food stamps. When the program 
was first 
implemented, the 
New 
Holland Bank and the Harrisburg 
Bank dispensed them also. Now both 
have relinquished the responsibility. 
Food stamps are equivalent to cash 
money and come into the county office 
by armored car. Wood showed receipts 
for the month of June. One receipt was 
for $97,000 worth of stamps and the 
other was for $183,000. 
Money taken in by the treasurer for 
food stamps goes to the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Cleveland. Presently, 
the program is part of the Federal 
Department of Agriculture but Wood 
said there is action pending to make it 
part of the Department of Health" 
Education and Welfare. 


Approximately 800 to 1,000 people 
come in monthly to get food stamps 
from the treasurer’s office. The price 
is regulated by the Welfare Depart­ 
ment according to the family income, 
number of dependants and other 
regulating factors. 
Most of the stamps are dispensed 
during the first day or two of the month 
but some people come in two or four 
times a month to get their food stamps. 
Food stamps come in $2, $7, $40, $50, 
and $65 books.

Gerry May has worked for the 
county treasurer for nearly a year 
now. 
As Mrs. Wolford explained, most of 
the work Is done by all of the girls. 


Except for Mrs. Moon’s bookkeeping 
chores, they have the same basic 
chores in the office. 
Each girl has a money drawer at the 
counter and each one of these drawers 
is balanced at the end of the day. 
Mrs. Wolford counts the money in 
the vault and fills out a sheet each 
morning and each evening. She keeps 
a running record of each day’s 
business in this manner. The original 
sheet is then taken over to the county 
auditor’s office. The idea was first 
conceived by the present treasurer as 
part of the complex check and balance 
system between the two offices. 
At the end of each month, Helen 
Hammel of the auditor’s office checks 
her books against those of Mrs. Moon 
in the treasurer’s office. 
The county’s money is invested by 
the treasurer in the various banking 
establishments 
in 
the 
county. 
Investments of the inactive money are 
made with all the banks in the county 
while the active funds are distributed 
among the four Circleville banks. 
Bank Americard your taxes? Yes, 
indeed. The treasurer’s office is 
equipped to take both Bank Americard 
and Master Charge for tax payments. 
For 14 years in office, Wood has a 
remarkable record. He has never had 
a burglar and has only had to put in his 
own funds in cases of counterfeit 
money. He said his experiences with 
the counterfeiters were few and minor. 
One time he had to make up $30 when 
the girls had inadvertently taken in 
two bad bills, a ten and a twenty. 
All funds in the treasurer’s keeping 
are subject to state audit. Wood said 
the examiners from the State Auditor’s 
office usually come to audit the county 
about every two years. 
On the day the audit begins, the 
examiner comes to the treasurer’s 
office and counts all the money in the 
vault and lists all the checks. Wood 
said it usually takes up to eight months 
for the examiner to complete the audit 
but he covers all the county offices 
while he is here. 
The most important job in the 
treasurer’s office 
has to be the 
collection of property taxes. Mrs. 
Wolford said the greatest problem 
facing the staff at tax collection time is 
the failure of people to have their 
addresses changed with the office. 
Approximately $3,000 a year is spent 
by the treasurer in postage. Most 
people who move do not notify the 
treasurer but expect the post office to 
forward their mail. Wood said this 
practice is fine until the period of

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forwarding runs out and the bills are 
returned to his office unclaimed. 
Wood explained that with the new 
reappraisal going into effect next year, 
property owners can expect a change 
in their taxes. Property will then be 
appraised at IOO per cent but taxes will 
only be paid on 35 per cent of the value. 
He said that the new formula simply 
meant increased 
valuation 
and 
decreased rates but it would seldom if 
ever equal the same amount as the 
previous formula. 
For schools to receive state foun­ 
dation money, the county cannot 
reduce the rate due the schools below 
20 mills in the general fund including 
the joint vocational school levy. The 
treasurer can reduce all the other 
voted 
levies 
which 
includes 
cemeteries, roads etc. Wood said these 
would be reduced according to the 
increase in evaluation but the taxes 
this year will still not equal those of 
last year. 
When schools ask for advance draws 
on their tax money, the treasurer 
cannot give out any if taxes have not 
been paid in the particular district 
asking for the advance. He can, 
however, give up to 90 per cent of the 
amount that has been collected in that 
district. 
The undivided general fund includes 
all the school money in the county. It 
is divided according to the tax rates in 
the four school districts only when the 
books are balanced. 
Wood said that all the real estate tax 
money stays in the county along with 
all the personal property tax money. 
All the money realized from the 
intangible tax is given to the public 
library. Classified tax or intangible tax 
is money paid on cash, stocks, bonds 
and securities. 
The treasurer’s office houses the tax 
duplicates. Three tax books are 
reserved for the city and 15 for the 
various townships. Local attorneys 
check these books daily for many 
items of information including the 
total assessed valuation of property, 
paid taxes, acreage, etc. 
Another job completed by this office 
is the distribution of the Federal food 
stamps. Although most of the paper 
work for the issuance of the food 
stamps is done by 
the 
Welfare 
Department, the county treasurer does 
the distribution because of the vault 
which is used for storage of the stamp 
books. 


Wood said his office was now the 
only agency in the county to distribute 
the food stamps. When the program 
was first implemented, the 
New 
Holland Bank and the Harrisburg 
Bank dispensed them also. Now both 
have relinquished the responsibility. 
Food stamps are equivalent to cash 
money and come into the county office 
by armored car. Wood showed receipts 
for the month of June. One receipt was 
for $97,000 worth of stamps and the 
other was for $183,000. 
Money taken in by the treasurer for 
food stamps goes to the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Cleveland. Presently, 
the program is part of the Federal 
Department of Agriculture but Wood 
said there is action pending to make it 
part of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


Approximately 800 to 1,000 people 
come in monthly to get food stamps 
from the treasurer’s office. The price 
is regulated by the Welfare Depart­ 
ment according to the family income, 
number of dependants and other 
regulating factors. 
Most of the stamps are dispensed 
during the first day or two of the month 
but some people come in two or four 
times a month to get their food stamps. 
Food stamps come in $2, $7, $40, $50, 
and $65 books. 
Henry Nevill was the first treasurer 
of Pickaway County. He was appointed 
to the position by the county com­ 
missioners on April 26,1810 and gave 
bond in the sum of $3,000 “ lawful 
money of the Ohio State.’’ He was 
succeeded by Peter Apple in 1811 and 
from that time in history, county 
treasurers were elected by the people. 
John Ludwig served from 1816 until

One of the most complete set of 
bookkeeping examples can be found in 
the local office. After a short time in 
the office, one could compile a text­ 
book on the whys and hows of money 
inventory.

126-Year-Old Toledo Times 
Publishes Final Edition 


TOLEDO, Ohio (A P) — The Toledo 
Times published its final edition this 
morning after 126 years of existence 
under various owners. 
The Times, which published a 
morning edition Monday through 
Friday in this northwestern Ohio city, 
averaged daily circulation this year 
between 30,000 and 33,000. 
Officials of the Toledo Blade Co., 
which bought the Times in 1930, an­ 
nounced the end of publication 
Thursday, attributing it to insufficient 
reader and advertiser interest. 
Some 120 employes are involved in 
the production of the Times. Fifty of 
them will be terminated in the next few 
weeks, Blade officials said. Of that 
number, 23 full-time news department 
employes will be affected. 
Company officials said many of the 
remaining employes will be shifted to 
the production of the Blade, an af­ 
ternoon newspaper, to cover work now 
involving overtime. 
The newspaper was first published 
in 1849 as the Commercial Republican 
with Charles R. Miller as editor and 
Miller & Co. as the publishers. It called 
for the end of slave states and for free 
homesteads for settlers. 
In 1851, the newspaper changed 
hands and again in 1854 and 1855 new 
owners took over. In 1862, it became 


the Toledo Commercial. In the next 50 
years, the newspaper changed hands a 
number of times and was known 
variously as the Toledo Telegram, the 
Commercial and by 1899, the Toledo 
Times. 
After the Toledo Blade Co. acquired 
the newspaper, circulation rose from a 
low of 14,000 during the depression to 
almost 50,000 daily in 1954. Since then, 
circulation has declined to the present 
level of just over 30,000.

DAYTON, Ohio f AP) ~ The battle of 
wits as a customs inspector behind 
him, Casmir E. Kuczynski heads home 
to his native Minnesota Monday for a 
retirement of fishing and visiting his 
children. 
Kuczynski has been port director at 
Dayton’s Cox Municipal Airport since 
1966. 
“ Customs work is a real battle of 
wits,” says Kuczynski, who retires 
today after nearly 30 years as a 
customs inspector. 
Kuczynski, 55, joined the customs 
service in Duluth in 1955 after five 
years in the Army. He began the battle 
of wits almost immediately. 
Importers of grain, he recalled, were 
declaring shipments of wheat unfit for 
humans so they could pay only five 
cents a bushel duty rather than 21 
cents per bushel. 
“ The government paid 60 cents a 
bushel subsidy at 
that 
time 
on 
domestic exports,” he said, “ so they 
were making 55 cents a bushel. I 
worked on that three years.” 
Kuczynski said he spent a lot of time 
poking 
around 
grain 
elevators 
although the grain dealers tried to 
keep him away. 
“ We found that foremen were get­ 
ting $100,000-a-year payoffs, he said. 
Confronted with the evidence, a large 
grain company made a $3 million 
settlement, he said. 
Kuczynski also spent some time 
learning the difference between spruce 
and pine. 
Lumber dealers, he said, would 
sometimes put false invoices on 
boxcars of pine lumber labeling it 
spruce. Pine was subject to duty, 
spruce was not. 
M ortgage 
Bill Passes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
chartered banks and savings and loans 
associations will be able to charge 
higher home mortgage loan rates 
under terms of a bill sent to Gov. 
James A. Rhodes on Thursday. 
The House voted 71-9 to concur with 
Senate amendments to the bill. The 
House vote was the final legislative 
action on the bill. 
The measure exempts the state 
chartered institutions from the eight 
per cent interest limit. It establishes a 
floating interest rate, three percentage 
points above the Federal Reserve 
Bank commercial paper rate. 
Federally chartered banks and 
savings and loan associations already 
are exempt from the eight per cent 
limit. Sponsors said the measure puts 
state institutions on an equal footing.

Earnings Drop

Armco Steel Corp. has announced 
second quarter earnings of $30,227,000, 
or 95 cents per common share. In a 
sim ilar period last year, Armco 
earned $48,168,000 or $1.58 per share. 
“ Operating costs have skyrocketed, 
material costs have risen over 20 per 
cent. The cost of energy is up 50 per 
cent,” explained William Verity, Arm­ 
co board chairman. “ On August 1, 
wage rates and pension payments will 
boost labor costs another 10 per cent. 
Additional sizeable increases result 
from over-regulation by Congress or 
Congress-regulatory bodies.”

126-Year-Old Toledo Times 
Publishes Final Edition 


TOLEDO, Ohio (A P) — The Toledo 
Times published its final edition this 
morning after 126 years of existence 
under various owners. 
The Times, which published a 
morning edition Monday through 
Friday in this northwestern Ohio city, 
averaged daily circulation this year 
between 30,000 and 33,000. 
Officials of the Toledo Blade Co., 
which bought the Times in 1930, an­ 
nounced the end of publication 
Thursday, attributing it to insufficient 
reader and advertiser interest. 
Some 120 employes are involved in 
the production of the Times. Fifty of 
them will be terminated in the next few 
weeks, Blade officials said. Of that 
number, 23 full-time news department 
employes will be affected. 
Company officials said many of the 
remaining employes will be shifted to 
the production of the Blade, an af­ 
ternoon newspaper, to cover work now 
involving overtime. 
The newspaper was first published 
in 1849 as the Commercial Republican 
with Charles R. Miller as editor and 
Miller & Co. as the publishers. It called 
for the end of slave states and for free 
homesteads for settlers. 
In 1851, the newspaper changed 
hands and again in 1854 and 1855 new 
owners took over. In 1862, it became 


the Toledo Commercial. In the next 50 
years, the newspaper changed hands a 
number of times and was known 
variously as the Toledo Telegram, the 
Commercial and by 1899, the Toledo 
Times. 
After the Toledo Blade Co. acquired 
the newspaper, circulation rose from a 
low of 14,000 during the depression to 
almost 50,000 daily in 1954. Since then, 
circulation has declined to the present 
level of just over 30,000.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - The battle of 
wits as a customs inspector behind 
him, Casmir E. Kuczynski heads home 
to his native Minnesota Monday for a 
retirement of fishing and visiting his 
children. 
Kuczynski has been port director at 
Dayton’s Cox Municipal Airport since 
1966. 
“ Customs work is a real battle of 
wits,” says Kuczynski, who retires 
today after nearly 30 years as a 
customs inspector. 
Kuczynski, 55, joined the customs 
service in Duluth in 1955 after five 
years in the Army. He began the battle 
of wits almost immediately. 
Importers of grain, he recalled, were 
declaring shipments of wheat unfit for 
humans so they could pay only five 
cents a bushel duty rather than 21 
cents per bushel. 
“ The government paid 60 cents a 
bushel subsidy at 
that time 
on 
domestic exports,” he said, “ so they 
were making 55 cents a bushel. I 
worked on that three years.” 
Kuczynski said he spent a lot of time 
poking 
around 
grain 
elevators 
although the grain dealers tried to 
keep him away. 
“ We found that foremen were get­ 
ting $100,000-a-year payoffs, he said. 
Confronted with the evidence, a large 
grain company made a $3 million 
settlement, he said. 
Kuczynski also spent some time 
learning the difference between spruce 
and pine. 
Lumber dealers, he said, would 
sometimes put false invoices on 
boxcars of pine lumber labeling it 
spruce. Pine was subject to duty, 
spruce was not. 
M ortgage 
Bill Passes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
chartered banks and savings and loans 
associations will be able to charge 
higher home mortgage loan rates 
under terms of a bill sent to Gov. 
James A. Rhodes on Thursday. 
The House voted 71-9 to concur with 
Senate amendments to the bill. The 
House vote was the final legislative 
action on the bill. 
The measure exempts the state 
chartered institutions from the eight 
per cent interest limit. It establishes a 
floating interest rate, three percentage 
points above the Federal Reserve 
Bank commercial paper rate. 
Federally chartered banks and 
savings and loan associations already 
are exempt, from the eight per cent 
limit. Sponsors said the measure puts 
state institutions on an equal footing.

Columbia Gas Transmission Cor­ 
poration today alerted residents along 
natural gas pipeline rights-of-way and 
others walking or driving nearby to 
detect and report escaping gas.

KENT, Ohio (AP)—A pay raise to 
Kent State University President Glen 
A. Olds approved Thursday makes him 
one of the more highly paid state of­ 
ficials. 
The university trustees approved a 
$5,000 raise, bringing Olds’ salary to 
$51.500 a year. That is $1,500 more than 
Gov. James A. Rhodes and Ohio State 
University President Harold E. 
Enarson currently make. 
As part of a general pay scale 
revision, the trustees also boosted 
faculty and staff salaries about five 
per cent. The trustees also set 
minimum pay scales for professors 
ranging from $11,000 a year for assist­ 
ant professors to $16,500 for full 
professors. 
A 1975-76 budget of $68 million, up 
eight per cent from the nearly $63 
million in the current budget, also was 
approved by the trustees. A school 
spokesman said a major item in the 
budget hike was civil service step 
increases and higher utility bills. 
The trustees also approved a 
bargaining 
agent 
election 
for 
university professors. The election can 
be held Oct, 29 or 30 if petitions signed 
by at least 30 per cent of those eligible 
to vote are received by Oct. 7. 


safety record, the company is in­ 
tensifying its efforts to educate the 
public to recognize and report 
escaping gas, said Arthur D. Apple, 
area manager. 
“The public often can be helpful in 
reporting escaping gas which may be 
hazardous,” Apple said. 
Situations that could indicate a 
potential danger along a gas pipeline 
include: 
1. Blowing noise like a small jet. 
2. Dirt being blown into the air. 
3. Water bubbling or being blown 
into the air at a pond, creek or river. 
4. Fire apparently emanating from 
the ground, or burning above the 
ground. 
5. Vegetation turning brown in or 
near the right-of-way. 
6. An odor suggestive or indicative of 
natural gas. 
“Although gas pipeline mishaps are 
infrequent, everyone should know how 
to detect and report potentially 
dangerous situations,” Apple said. 
Residents along the right-of-way are 
urged to report evidence of escaping 
gas to the pipeline company at 614-746- 
8366 in Sugar Grove. Obvious gas 
emergencies also should be reported to 
the local police and fire departments. 
When escaping gas is detected near 
their home, residents are urged to shut 
down any equipment in use, avoid open 
flame or other ignition sources, 
evacuate the area, caution others in 
the vicinity, and prevent automobiles 
or other vehicles from driving into the 
escaping gas. 
“Tile same safety precautions taken 
when new pipelines are built are 
continued throughout the life of the 
pipeline,” he said. The pipelines are 


used to transport natural gas from 
producing wells to Columbia’s seven 
distribution companies and 79 other 
local utilities serving more than four 
million customers. 
“Natural tas transmission lines are 
the safest means of product trans­ 
portation,” Apple said. “In a recent 
four-year period, for example, an 
average of only three fatalities a year 
was reported for natural gas trans­ 
mission lines.” 
Columbia operates 18,189 miles of 
gas production and transmission lines 
in seven states, including Ohio.
